No official ban 
on e-cies in 
most city places 


A nuisance? Edmonton

Smoke ’em if you’ve got ’em, 
as city and airport officials 
confirm there’s no official ban 
on electronic cigarettes in the 
majority of public spaces at this 
time. 

Smoking cigarettes is forbid¬ 
den in city-run indoor facilities, 
but a policy on e-cigarettes has 
yet to be worked out for both 
city buildings and the Edmon¬ 
ton International Airport (EIA). 

“Our policy doesn’t specific¬ 
ally address them so that tech¬ 
nically means we don’t pro¬ 
hibit them in the airport. We 


prohibit smoking in general 
but that’s a county bylaw,” said 
Heather Hamilton, with EIA. “It 
is something we’re looking at 
and we will probably at some 
point adapt our policy to re¬ 
spond to it in some way.” 

Edmonton Transit is one of 
the few city-operated excep¬ 
tions that ban the use of e-ciga¬ 
rettes because “they create a 
nuisance/disturbance for other 
passengers’ ride.” 

“If it does become a prob¬ 
lem, ETS will certainly look at 
clarifying our position in the 
bylaw, including requesting 
changes if further measures 
need to be taken. We’re hoping 
people exercise their public 
courtesy, better judgment and 
common sense instead,” said 
Quinn Nicholson with Ed¬ 
monton Transit in an email to 
Metro. 

Northlands banned the 
vaporized cigarettes in all of 
their venues earlier this week, 
following comments at a recent 


conference horn Alberta Health 
Minister Stephen Mandel, who 
is pushing for banning the 
vaporized cigarettes. 

Edmonton school boards 
have also banned the use of e- 
cigarettes on school property. 

But not all agree that e-ciga¬ 
rettes should be expelled horn 
public areas. 

Jonna Helm, co-owner of 
The Vape Shoppe, argues e-cig 
users can discreetly dispose of 
the e-cigarette vapour more so 
than other strong odours. 

“As long as people keep 
using perfumes, there are still 
scents. Are you going to put 
a law that you can’t wear per¬ 
fume? This is basically the same 
thing,” she said. “When you’re 
vaping and when you have dif¬ 
ferent scents with vaping, it 
disappears a lot quicker than 
perfume.” 

City officials say any official 
regulation against e-cigarettes 
will have to come horn the 
province.

Rulings on bad-apple teachers 
stay with union: New minister 






Discipline of teachers took centre stage under the education ministry of Jeff 
Johnson, but now appears to have taken a back-seat under the new guidance of

Alberta’s new education 
minister appears cool to the 
idea of stripping teachers’ 
union officials of disciplinary 
powers over bad-apple teach¬ 
ers. 

In fact, Gordon Dirks said 
this week he hasn’t given any 
thought to the matter, which 
proved contentious earlier 
this year. 

“That’s not a priority of 
mine ... that’s not been an 
issue that has even come up 
in briefing discussions with 
my officials,” he told Metro. 
“Whether I will look at some¬ 
thing related to that in the fu¬ 
ture? It’s something that’s not 
even on my radar at this point 
in time.” 


Dirks’ comments came in 
sharp contrast to those made 
by his predecessor, Jeff John¬ 
son, who openly criticized the 
current practices to discipline 
teachers after a handful of 
what he described as “alarm¬ 
ing” cases surfaced. 

In each, a committee con¬ 
vened by the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association slapped a series of 
years-long suspension on the 
instructors, guilty of infrac¬ 
tions related to violence and 
sexual acts involving students. 
Johnson later intervened to 
have the instructors perma¬ 
nently terminated. 

In early June, months be¬ 
fore he was shipped to the 
provincial seniors ministiy, 
Johnson told Metro that leav¬ 
ing disciplinaiy powers in the 
hands of ATA representatives 
was “not an option.” 

“Not if we want to put our 
kids at the top of our criteria,” 
he said at the time. “The pro¬ 
tection of our children, it’s 
not working as well as it needs 
to.” 

The provincial Task For 
Teaching Excellence, estab¬ 
lished by Johnson, recom¬ 


mended as part of a larger 
package for improving the 
teacher profession to remove 
disciplinary powers from the 
ATA. The union, however, has 
said those teachers are almost 


never rehired after receiving 
such a blemish on their teach¬ 
ing record. 

Dirks, who was named an 
unelected education minister 
by Premier Jim Prentice, has 


met once with ATA President 
Ramsankar and said he still 
hopes to find “middle ground” 
on some of the recommenda¬ 
tions in the task force report. 

For his part, Ramsankar 
said the task force was an in¬ 
itiative from the Johnson era, 
and Dirks has his own man¬ 
date to set. 

“As the minister of educa¬ 
tion he’s got the task of evalu¬ 
ating the system that he’s go¬ 
ing to be leading and choosing 
the direction he’d like to go 
and the partners he’d like to 
work with to move that direc¬ 
tion forward,” he said. 

Ramsankar added he is 
working to build a relation¬ 
ship with the new minister 
that focusing on issues facing 
education in Alberta. 

On the campaign trail of 
the recent Toiy election, Pren¬ 
tice was critical of the adver¬ 
sarial relationship that had 
been sparked between the 
provincial government and 
teachers. 

Dirks said he’s not fo¬ 
cusing on statements made 
by “a former minister.”

University of Alberta’s 
president is calling the institu¬ 
tion’s 15-spot drop in an inter¬ 
national ranking an outlier 
compared to other surveys. 

According to the university 
ratings compiled by Times 
Higher Education, the U of A 
— along with other Canadian 
universities — is fading short 
when measured against inter¬ 
national counterparts. 

But Indira Samarasekera 
said that over the last four 
years, ranking has been ex¬ 
tremely inconsistent, placing U 
of A between the 100 and 120 
spots. 

“We seem to zigzag be¬ 
tween those two numbers, 
which makes no sense at all,” 
she said. “There are a few other 
universities that seem to have 
this bizarre fluctuation in their 
position, which makes no 
sense,” Samarasekera added. 

The report ranked the uni¬ 
versity in the 124th spot, while 
only four Canadian institutions 
broke the top 100. 



Earlier this year, the U of A 
was ranked in the top 90 uni¬ 
versities globally, according to 
the 2014-15 QS World Univer¬ 
sity Rankings. 

Samarasekera said the uni¬ 
versity puts more weight on 
the QS rankings because it’s 
audited for its methodology by 
a third party.

Promises. Prentice says 
‘Death Highway’ twinning 
will be completed by 2016 


Alberta Premier Jim Prentice 
says twinning of Alberta’s 
“Death Highway” to Fort Mc- 
Murray will be done as prom¬ 
ised by the fall of 2016. 

Prentice told an audience in 
the oilsands city that it’s critical 
to make Highway 63 safer for 
drivers and to promote growth 
in and accessibility to Alberta’s 
oilsands industry. 

More than 20 per cent of the 
240-kilometre-long project has 
been completed. 

The road has become known 


for the high number of crashes 
in recent years as oilsands de¬ 
velopment skyrocketed. 

The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive government had promised 
to twin the highway in 2006, 
but little was done until former 
premier Alison Redford made it 
a priority in 2012. 

Redford quit politics this 
year in a scandal over spending, 
and neither her name nor her 
contribution to the project was 
mentioned in the announce¬ 
ment.

Four arrested in 
$10M steroid bust 


Crime. ‘CEO of steroids' 
among those arrested in 
what police are calling 
the largest bust of its 
kind in Canadian history

Local police are calling it the 
largest steroid bust in Canadian 
histoiy after nearly $10 million 
in drugs and manufacturing 
supplies were seized last week 
and four suspects arrested. 

On Thursday, members 
of Alberta law enforcement 


unveiled the bust, lining sev¬ 
eral tables with candy-coloured 
pills, packs of tiny glass vials 
and Ziploc bags packed with 
powder. 

In total, police seized more 
than 365,000 tablets, 10,000 
vials, 124 kilograms of raw ster¬ 
oids and an assortment of drug 
precursors and additives. 

While police haven’t deter¬ 
mined how long the operation 
had been running, Alberta Law 
Enforcement Response Teams 
(ALERT) Insp. Darcy Strang 
called the main suspect the 
“CEO of steroids.” 

“By looking at this — the 
volume of product here — this 
is not the beginning of the 
operation,” he said, gesturing 


at the plethora of pills and 
vials. 

The drugs, along with ap¬ 
proximately $100,000 worth of 
steroid manufacturing equip¬ 
ment, including a pill-press and 
chemical mixer, were seized 
after five search warrants were 
executed on Sept. 25. 

Police searched three 
homes and two storage facili¬ 
ties in Edmonton, where they 
found much more than they 
were originally expecting. 

“Our investigators were sur¬ 
prised. They didn’t realize the 
quality. They knew there was a 
lot going on, but our investiga¬ 
tors were surprised to discover 
how much we actually did 
find,” Strang said. 


Strang said a big concern for 
discovering the record-setting 
volume of homemade drugs is 
that the people purchasing the 
drugs don’t know the quality of 
the product. 

“You don’t know what’s in 
them, there could be a contain¬ 
ment,” said Strang. 

“The users are at great risk,” 
he added. 

Kirk Goodlcey, 40, was ar¬ 
rested for allegedly manufac¬ 
turing the illegal steroids and 
distributing them across the 
countiy. 

Parmjit Brar, 40, Jordan 
Quiring, 27 and Alexandria Ed¬ 
wards, 27, were also arrested 
and are facing trafficking and 
proceeds of crime charges.

UDI says nearly $954 
million in home 
construction was put 
off because of delays 


Edmonton’s planning depart¬ 
ment admits there is work to 
be done, but is challenging 
local developers’s claims that 
nearly a $1 billion in construc¬ 
tion was put off by delays. 

The Urban Development 
Institute (UDI) made the no¬ 
tion in a letter sent to council¬ 
lors earher this week, charging 
that $954 million in home 
construction couldn’t go ahead 
because of delays. 

Scott Mackie, the city’s 
manager of current planning, 
questioned whether the lots 
the institute identified could 
really have been built with the 
tight labour market. 

“I’m not sure the construc¬ 
tion industiy even had the cap¬ 
acity to service as many lots as 
to what they’re suggesting,” he 
said. 

Mackie pointed to a recent 
report from the Canadian 
Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 


poration that identified 282 
unabsorbed homes on the 
market in Edmonton, with an 
additional 383 multi-family 
units waiting to be sold. 

He said over the last year 
the city had reduced its pro¬ 


cessing time on engineering 
drawings from 305 days to 160 
days. He said the city still has 
work to do, but the industry is 
also not without blame, noting 
30 to 40 per cent of the submit¬ 
ted drawings come in with ma¬ 


jor issues. 

“If they had submitted the 
right drawings in the first 
place we could have approved 
them on the first submission,” 
he said. 

Jordan Davis, the chair of 


UDI, conceded the drawings 
can be a problem, but it’s an 
unfortunate reality when en¬ 
gineers are in such high de¬ 
mand. 

“We’re all dealing with 
labour shortages, for example,

which makes it tougher to pro¬ 
duce these engineering draw¬ 
ings and approve these engin¬ 
eering drawings,” he said. 

Mackie said a review of 
the city’s program is already 
underway, but they’re also 
working pro-actively to im¬ 
prove the system. 

“It’s putting up better qual¬ 
ity control gates at the intake 
end of things so that we don’t 
spend as much time and effort 
just checking for their errors,” 
he said. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
he’s looking forward to seeing 
the plans the department has 
for improving the situation. 

“I believe we have good 
people who want to improve 
the situation, but I would also 
like to see an action plan that 
has some metrics and some 
timelines.” ryan tumilty/metro

One Edmontonian is hoping 
to add 99,999 of his fellow 
citizens in a drive to have the 
city give up on photo radar. 

Just this week, Patrick 
Dyas started a petition on 
change.org calling on city 
council to stop the program, 
and it’s already climbed to 
more than 10,000 signatures. 

Dyas said recent changes 
in the program, as well as 
pretty significant cost over¬ 
runs really pushed a lot of 
public opinion over the edge. 

“People were getting tired 
of it, because they were get-

ting tickets for seven or eight 
kilometres over and things 
like that,” he said. 

He said the idea of a peti¬ 
tion was floating around a 
Faceboolc group dedicated 


to highlighting photo radar 
locations and he decided to 
take the initiative himself. 

“Eveiyone was like some¬ 
one should do it and I fig¬ 
ured, well, I’m someone,” he 
said. 

He said he never expected 
the petition to gain so much 
support so quickly. 

“I knew a lot of people 
in Edmonton weren’t happy 
with the photo radar situa¬ 
tion, but I never expected it 
to blow up like this.” 

Dyas said he can see the 
merits of the program in con¬ 


struction areas and school 
zones, but the widespread 
use for minor speeds over the 
limit is really concerning. 

“I don’t think that’s a 
road hazard and I think most 
of the city would agree,” he 
said. 

Dyas said 100,000 sig¬ 
natures would be a major 
milestone and he believes it 
would force the city to take 
action. 

“I think once we got 
100,000 signatures they 
would really consider it,” he

talks infrastructure 


Admitting that talk about 
urban infrastructure makes 
most people’s eyes glaze over, 
Edmonton Mayor Don Iveson 
brought a video-game analogy 
to the Canada 2020 conference 
in Ottawa Thursday to make 
his point. 

“Did any of you ever play 
the game Civilization? The 
computer game?” Iveson asked 
a crowd of about 200 people 
gathered at the Ottawa Con¬ 
vention Centre. 

Seeing a smattering of 
knowing nods from the large¬ 
ly boomer-aged crowd, the 
35-year-old mayor continued. 

“Imagine if you never fixed 
your granaries, and you never 
built new granaries to deal 
with growth. How far do you 
think your civilization is going 
to go?” he said. “I would argue 
that nothing less than the fu¬ 
ture of Canadian civilization is 
at risk because of our inatten¬ 
tion to the most basic infra¬ 
structure.” 

Canada is failing to keep 
up with global competitors on 
things like roads and transit 
and failing to build resiliency 
into cities as climate change 
increases the threat of natural

disasters, Iveson said, and that 
makes the country’s economy 
vulnerable. 

The mayor’s point was bol¬ 
stered, sans Sid Meier refer¬ 
ences, by former Bank of Can¬ 
ada governor David Dodge. 

As a nation, Dodge said in¬ 
vesting in city infrastructure 
“may actually make a major 
contribution to economic sta¬ 
bilization, if it’s done at the 
right time.” 

But, Dodge cautioned, there 
are complicating factors, espe¬ 
cially for of fast-growing cities 
like Edmonton, as undertaking 
major infrastructure projects 
“drives up the cost of labour 
and materials ... which makes 
it more difficult for eveiybody

Monday afternoon I found 
another envelope from the 
city’s traffic department in 
my mailbox. Sixty-two in a 
50 zone. Eighty-two dollars. 
It’d been a few months, and 
I could have sworn I’d been 
getting better. But I checked 
the date, intersection — yup, 
it was me. 

Husband: 7, wife: 1. 

This was starting to add 
up, so do you know what I 
did? I grabbed that damned 
ticket, pulled out my laptop 
and credit card and pro¬ 
ceeded to pay it. Because 
that’s what you do when 
you’ve been fined for break¬ 
ing the law. 

Other Edmontonians 
— nearly 10,000 more — 
disagree and have signed a 
change.org petition, Stop Our 
Photo Radar Program. “This 
is ridiculous, and is a blatant 
cash grab by our city,” writes 
petitioner Patrick Dyas. “If 


you want to make money off 
your citizens, use cameras. If 
you want safety, bring back 
police officers to the streets.” 

Had the petition come up 
in 2006, when I moved to 
Edmonton, I’d have signed it 
too, but I’ve come to appreci¬ 
ate photo radar despite the 
probably $2,000 it’s cost me. 
See, unlike my wife, I have 
a difficult time grasping the 
“limit” part of a speed limit. 

Many Edmontonians do 
too, which might be why our 
city placed 44th in safety out 
of 50, according to Allstate’s 
latest Safe Driving Study, and 
earned the dubious distinc¬ 
tion of having Alberta’s high¬ 
est collision rates. Don’t tear 
down that City of Champions 
sign just yet! 

There are probably many 
reasons for that, and one 
might be our wider and 
uncrowded roads, which en¬ 
courage speeding (what the 
naysayers might call a “nat¬ 
ural traffic flow”). And while 
it might seem like a long-con 
heist, it’s more to do with 
planning for a city double 


this population and our car¬ 
centric culture. I mean, can 
you think of another major 
city that didn’t have school 
zone limits until 2014? 

Many of us respect limits 
at the grocery store more 
than on our speedometer. 
When a Safeway sale says 
“limit three cartons shop¬ 
per,” one doesn’t go up with 
five dozen eggs and expect 
the same discount. You pay 
an extra price, just like you 
do for driving faster. 

Is it a cash grab? Most 
certainly. But the city — for 
its size and population, as 
well as its social and cultural 
ambitions, which we voted 
for with our last two mayors 
— is desperately underfund¬ 
ed. I’d rather it come from 
drivers like me than from 
increasing property taxes on 
a struggling homeowner or 
bus fare on a student. 

That’s not to say the 
automated photo enforce¬ 
ment program can’t improve. 
Instead of helping fund traf¬ 
fic safety programs, perhaps 
it can go toward alternative 


transportation. It could also 
target residential areas, too. 
The five-year, $47 million 
cost overrun to operate it 
since 2008 should be inves¬ 
tigated to prevent it from 
happening again, perhaps 
in a less lucrative operation 
(the revenues far outpace the 
overruns).

Raise it to 
80, we’ll go 100.

Chicago-area sperm

A woman has sued a Chicago- 
area sperm bank after she 
became pregnant with sperm 
donated by a black man instead 
of a white man as she and her 
partner had intended. 

Within days of her marriage 
to Amanda Zinkon in New 
York, Jennifer Cramblett be¬ 
came pregnant with the donor 
sperm. 

However in April 2012 
when Cramblett — then five 
months pregnant — called 
Midwest Sperm Bank LLC near 
Chicago to reserve the same 
sperm for Zinkon in hopes she, 
too, would one day also have a 


child, she was told by an em¬ 
ployee, according to a lawsuit 
filed Monday, that she had been 
inseminated with sperm from 
the wrong donor. 

“How could they make a 
mistake that was so personal?” 
Cramblett said during a tele¬ 
phone interview on Wednes¬ 
day. 

According to the lawsuit, 
her excitement about the pend¬ 
ing birth was replaced with an¬ 
ger, disappointment and fear. 

“They took a personal 
choice, a personal decision and 
took it on themselves to make 
that choice for us out of pure 
negligence,” Cramblett said. 

A woman who answered the 
phone at Midwest Sperm Bank 
declined to comment and said 
an attorney would provide an 
official statement. 

Cramblett said her reason 
for filing the suit — which 
seeks a minimum of $50,000 
in damages — is to ensure it 
doesn’t happen to another

Liberia says man 
who brought Ebola 
to U.S. lied on form 


Thomas Eric Duncan. 

Man travelled from 
Liberia to Dallas to 
visit relatives and fell 
ill on Sept. 24 


Liberia plans to prosecute 
an airline passenger who 
brought Ebola into the U.S., 
alleging that he lied on a 
health questionnaire about 
not having any contact with 
an infected person, author¬ 
ities said Thursday. 

Neighbours in the Liberian 
capital of Monrovia believe 
Thomas Eric Duncan become 
infected when he helped bun¬ 
dle a sick pregnant neighbour 
into a taxi a few weeks ago 
and set off with her to find 
treatment. 

The 19-year-old pregnant 
woman was convulsing and 


How it spreads 


• Ebola is introduced into 
the human population 
through close contact with 
the blood, secretions, or¬ 
gans or other bodily fluids 
of infected animals. It then 
spreads through human- 
to-human transmission 
via direct contact (through 
broken skin or mucous 
membranes) with the 
blood, secretions, organs 
or other bodily fluids of 
infected people, and with 


complaining of stomach 
pain, but eveiyone thought 
her problems were related to 
her pregnancy.

Awaiting test results 


Patient in 
Toronto 
tested, just 
incase 

A patient in Toronto is 
being tested for Ebola, but 
a hospital official says it’s 
veiy unlikely the person 
has the virus. 

A spokeswoman for the 
University Health Network, 
which consists of four 
hospitals, says the patient 
had a fever and a travel 
histoiy from West Africa. 
Gillian Howard says the 
test has been ordered as a 
precaution. She says the pa¬ 
tient is in isolation and the 
health workers are using 
protective gear until the 
test results have returned. 

There have been several 
people tested in Canada for 
Ebola in the past several 
weeks, but none have had 
the virus. Ebola’s symptoms 
are similar to a number of 
other illnesses. The tests on 
the Toronto patient must be 
sent to the National Micro¬ 
biology Lab in Winnipeg.

Trial hears Magnotta’s building had cameras 



The Montreal building where 
Luka Rocco Magnotta lived 
in a $490-a-month bachelor 
apartment was equipped 
with surveillance cameras. 

The jury at Magnotta’s 
first-degree murder trial has 
heard audio testimony from 
a now-deceased witness who 
rented him the apartment. 

Eric Schorer testified at 
Magnotta’s preliminary in¬ 
quiry in 2013 but has since 
died. 

Schorer said the building 
had four cameras — three 
with various views of the 
ground floor and entrance 
and one in the basement. 
They were activated by mo¬ 
tion detectors and Schorer 
testified he never showed 
Magnotta their existence. 

Schorer said there was 
nothing remarkable about

Magnotta has pleaded not 
guilty to five charges but will 
argue he is not criminally re¬ 
sponsible because of mental 
disorder. The charges against 
Magnotta are: 


• First-degree murder; 


• Criminally harassing Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 


and other members of 
Parliament; 


• Mailing obscene and 
indecent material; 


• Committing an indignity 
to a body; 


• Publishing obscene ma¬ 
terial. 


his first meeting with 
Magnotta, about two months 
before the slaying of Chinese 
student Jun Lin. He testified 
Magnotta told him he was 
looking for a job as a care¬ 
giver and that he had a child 
in the area. 

The 32-year-old Magnotta 


is charged with first-degree 
murder in Lin’s slaying and 
dismemberment in May 2012 
in the apartment Schorer 
rented him. 

In his testimony, Schorer 
said the janitor of the build¬ 
ing reported seeing a suitcase 
outside that was smelly and 


covered in maggots amid a 
mound of trash. 

The janitor then came 
back and told him there was 
a torso in the suitcase. 

That was on May 29, 2012, 
five days after friends last 
saw Lin. 

While Magnotta admits to 
causing the acts he’s accused 
of in Lin’s death, Leclair has 
said his client suffers from 
schizophrenia and was diag¬ 
nosed with borderline per¬ 
sonality disorder shortly be¬ 
fore the slaying. 

The Crown contends the 
killing was planned and de¬ 
liberate and says its case will 
show just that. 

Thursday is the last day of 
testimony this week. For the 
most part, the juiy will not 
sit on Fridays.

Doctors have determined that 
almost all of the dozens of 
people killed on a Japanese 
volcano died of injuries from 
being hit by rocks that flew 
out during its eruption, police 
said Thursday. 

Rescuers have retrieved 47 
bodies from the ash-covered 
summit of Mount Ontake 
since Saturday’s eruption. 

Doctors say that all but one 
of the bodies showed signs of 
being hit by volcanic boulders. 
The other victim died of bums 
from inhaling hot air. 


No warning 


• Ontake is one of 47 
active volcanoes being 
monitored in Japan, but 
there was no sign it was 
about to erupt. 


• The volcano’s death toll 
is the highest in Japan’s 
postwar history, exceed¬ 
ing the 43 people killed in 
1991 by Mount Unzen. 


Those hit by the rocks and 
debris had multiple cuts and 
fractures, particularly in the 
head and the back. Experts say 
hikers near the summit might 
have been hit by rocks flying 
as fast as 300 km/h. Survivors 
said they fled for their lives as 
rocks and debris rained down.

Hong Kong’s embattled leader 
refused demands by pro-dem¬ 
ocracy protesters to resign 
Thursday, and instead offered 
talks to defuse a week of mas¬ 
sive demonstrations that have 
grown into the biggest chal¬ 
lenge to Beijing’s authority 
since China took control of the 
former British colony in 1997. 

The Hong Kong Federation 
of Student said in a statement 
early Friday that they planned 
to join the talks with the gov¬ 
ernment, focused specifically 
on political reforms. They re¬ 
iterated that Chief Executive Le¬ 
ung Chun-ying step down, say¬ 
ing he “had lost his integrity.” 

A wider pro-democracy 
group that had joined the dem¬ 
onstrations, Occupy Central, 
welcomed the talks and also 
insisted that Leung quit. 

Occupy Central “hopes the 
talks can provide a turning 
point in the current political 
stalemate,” it said in a state¬ 
ment. “However, we reiterate 
our view that Chief Executive 
Leung Chun-ying is the one 
responsible for the stalemate, 
and that he must step down.” 

Leung’s comments came 
at a news conference held just 
minutes before the protesters’

Just as protesters in Egypt 
depended on Twitter three 
years ago, the latest digital 
tools have become required 
gear for tens of thousands 
of people demanding 
democratic reforms on the 
streets of Hong Kong. 

Many of the demonstra¬ 
tors are glued to the smart¬ 
phone app FireChat, which 
lets them communicate 
even if cellphone networks 
jam or go down. The pro¬ 


testers just have to turn on 
their Bluetooth connections 
within 70 metres from 
anyone else using the app 
to see the messages sent by 
the entire chat group, creat¬ 
ing a daisy-chain effect. 

Cellphone networks and 
websites continue to work 
normally in Hong Kong, 
although protesters ran 
into slow network connec¬ 
tions this week when tiying 
to use their devices at the 
same time. 

FireChat was reportedly 
downloaded 100,000 times 
by users in Hong Kong in 
just 24 hours earlier this

Guilty verdict 
in B.C. murders 


Trial. Cody Haevischer 
and Matthew Johnston 
played key roles in 
the execution-style 
killings of defenceless 
victims, judge finds 


Two men accused in the gang 
slayings of six people in a Sur¬ 
rey, B.C., apartment have been 
found guilty of first-degree 
murder and conspiracy to com¬ 
mit murder in connection with 
the deaths. 

B.C. Supreme Court Judge 
Catherine Wedge said Cody 
Haevischer and Matthew John¬ 
ston played key roles in the 
execution-style killings of de¬ 
fenceless victims. 

Families and friends of 
the victims applauded when 
the verdicts were announced 
Thursday. 

On Oct. 19,2007, Haevischer, 
Johnston and an associate who 
can only be identified as Person 
X entered the suite of Corey Lai. 


The trial heard they’d been 
sent there by their gang leader¬ 
ship to kill a rival drug dealer. 
Lai’s brother, Michael, and asso¬ 
ciates Eddie Narong and Ryan 
Bartolomeo were caught in the 
crossfire. 

Ed Schellenberg, a 55-year- 
old father of two, was in the 
building to service fireplaces 
and Chris Mohan, a 22-year- 
old student who lived next 
door with his mother, were 
also killed in the suite. Like the 
others, hoods were placed over 
their heads before they were 
shot execution-style. 

Court heard that the five 
other men were killed to elim¬ 
inate potential witnesses. 

Eileen Mohan, the mother 
of the young man who was 
dragged into the suite by the 
killers, said the wait for justice 
was long but she was confident 
of the outcome. “Today is a 
great day for Christopher. I’ve 
been waiting for seven years for 
this day,” Mohan said. “My son 
is smiling down today and it’s a 
good feeling.”

The coroner in Las Vegas has 
issued a final ruling in the 
accidental shooting death of 
a 39-year-old gun instructor 
by a nine-year-old girl using 
an Uzi. 

Coroner Mike Murphy said 
Thursday that the results of 
blood toxicology tests didn’t 


change a preliminaiy finding 
that Charles Joseph Vacca Jr.’s 
death from a single gunshot 
to the head was an accident. 

Vacca died Aug. 25, 
shortly after being flown by 
medical helicopter about 
100 kilometres from the Last 
Stop outdoor shooting range 
in Arizona, to a hospital in 
Las Vegas. Prosecutors aren’t 
filing criminal charges. Police 
reports say that immediately 
after the shooting, the girl said 
she felt the gun was too much 
for her. the associated press 


It’s a disgrace’ 


Irish soldiers wage 
battle foruniforms 

Legend has it that Celtic 
warriors once charged into 
battle naked. Things aren’t 
that bad in the modem Irish 
army, but its union chief says 
soldiers must wage a daily 
battle for uniforms. 

Mark Scally says the dif¬ 
ficulty of finding clothes that 
fit has become so dire that, 
before the state funeral of a 


former prime minister this 
year, soldiers had to scramble 
to borrow colleagues’ uni¬ 
forms, switching labels and 
rank badges to assemble an 
honour guard. He says some 
soldiers wait more than a 
year to receive a properly 
tailored “No. 1” uniform for 
ceremonial duties. 

“It’s a disgrace,” said 
Scally, president of the union 
that represents 8,500 mem¬ 
bers of the Irish Defence 
Forces.

Justify combat role: 
Trudeau to Harper 



Trudeau wants PM to 'justify' Canada going into combat 


“Mr. Harper is intent on taking Canada to war in 
Iraq. He needs to justify that. He has not made the 
case for it. He hasn't even tried."

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er is playing political games 
with the lives of Canadian sol¬ 
diers as he prepares to send 
them to war against Islamic 
extremists in Iraq, Justin Tru¬ 
deau charged Thursday. 

The Liberal leader said 
Harper has made no attempt 
to justify a combat mission or 
to foster an all-party consen¬ 
sus on the issue. 

Indeed, Trudeau said the 
prime minister seems to rel¬ 
ish casting himself as the 
lone tough guy among fed¬ 
eral leaders. 

“Unlike prime ministers 
for decades before him, Mr. 
Harper has made no effort to 
build a non-partisan case for 
war,” Trudeau told a confer¬ 
ence hosted by Canada2020, 
a progressive think-tank. 

“Instead, he dares us to op¬ 
pose his war, staking out not 
moral territoiy, but political 
territory.” 

Trudeau said he hasn’t yet 
decided whether Liberals will 
support a combat mission, 
but made it clear his inclina¬ 
tion is to have Canada stick to 
a non-combat role in the U.S.- 
led fight against the militant 
ISIS group (a.lc.a. ISIL). 

“Why aren’t we talking 
more about the kind of hu¬ 
manitarian aid that Canada 


can and must be engaged in, 
rather than tiying to whip 
out our CF-18s and show 
them how big they are? It just 
doesn’t work like that in Can¬ 


ada.” 

Harper is expected to an¬ 
nounce Friday that Canada 
will deploy CF-18 fighter 
jets to take part in airstrilces 


against the militants in Iraq. 

Conservatives struck back 
at Trudeau. “Our involve¬ 
ment in the fight against 
ISIL is, and has been, motiv¬ 
ated by a desire to do our 
part in fighting a group that 
has made direct terrorist 
threats against Canada and 
Canadians, in addition to 
carrying out atrocities ... in 
the region,” said Jason Mac¬ 
Donald, the PM’s spokesman.

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Something to smile 
about? Deficit is 
down to $5.2 billion

While the Prime Minister

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper says last year’s federal 
deficit will be more than $10 
billion smaller than forecast, 
but he’s refusing to predict 
the rapidly improving bottom 
line will mean balanced books 
this fiscal year. 

Harper dropped the new, 
$5.2 billion deficit figure for 
2013-14 — down from the 
$16.6 billion shortfall pro¬ 
jected in last Februaiy’s feder¬ 
al budget — during a presen¬ 
tation to a business audience 
Thursday in Brampton, Ont. 

But the good fiscal news 
didn’t make it into a news 
release from the Prime Min¬ 
ister’s Office, and Harper 
insisted there won’t be a sur¬ 
plus until the 2015-16 election 
year. 


“The government has no 
plan or no intention to move 
this year into a surplus,” Harp¬ 
er said. 

“We continue to intend to 
run a small deficit this year 
before returning to surplus.” 

Downplaying the Con¬ 
servative government’s fiscal 
position may be more about 
politics than bookkeeping. 


Economists and budget 
watchers, including the in¬ 
dependent Parliamentaiy 
Budget Office, had calculated 
Ottawa may already be en 
route to a surplus this fiscal 
year, which ends next March 
31, before the prime minis¬ 
ter’s announcement further 
improved the bottom line.

Abercrombie & Fitch. 

U.S. Supreme Court to 
decide if case of Muslim 
woman denied a job due 
to her headscarf was 
discriminated against 


The U.S. Supreme Court said 
Thursday it will consider 
whether retailer Abercrom¬ 
bie & Fitch discriminated 
against a Muslim woman who 
was denied a job because her 
headscarf conflicted with the 
company’s dress code, which 
the clothing chain has since 
changed. 

The justices agreed to 
hear the Obama administra¬ 
tion’s appeal of a lower court 
decision that ruled the New 
Albany, Ohio-based company 
did not discriminate because 
the job applicant did not spe¬ 
cifically say she needed a reli¬ 
gious accommodation. 

At issue is how employ¬ 
ers must deal with laws that 
require them to make allow¬ 
ances for a worker’s religious 
practices, as long as doing so 
does not cause the business 
too much hardship. 

A federal judge initially 
sided with the Equal Employ¬ 
ment Opportunity Commis¬ 
sion, which sued on behalf of 
Samantha Elauf. The agency

alleged Elauf wasn’t hired at a 
Tulsa, Olcla., store because her 
hijab violated Abercrombie’s 
“look policy,” described at the 
time as a “classic East Coast 
collegiate style.” 

But the 10th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals reversed that 
decision. The appeals court 
said Elauf never directly in¬ 
formed her interviewer she 
needed a religious accommo¬ 
dation, even though she was 
wearing the headscarf during 
her interview. 

Abercrombie, which has 
faced slumping sales and 
could face negative publicity 
in the case, has pressed on 
with its defence, saying it was 
Elauf’s obligation to explain 
any special needs based on 
her religion. 

In their brief for the EEOC, 
government lawyers said the 
appeals court ruling under¬ 
cuts legal protection for reli¬ 
gious practices because it un¬ 
fairly places the entire burden 
on the job applicant to raise 
the issue. Sometimes job ap¬ 


plicants aren’t aware of a po¬ 
tential conflict between a reli¬ 
gious practice and a company 
policy, the government said. 

In this case, the EEOC says 
Elauf never requested an ac¬ 
commodation because she 
didn’t know about the “look 
policy.” 

The agency also claims 
that Abercrombie was clearly 
on notice that Elauf needed 
to wear the headscarf for 
religious reasons, or else it 
wouldn’t have denied her a 
job. 

Abercrombie’s lawyers 
say the law is clear that an 
employer must have actual 
knowledge that a religious 
conflict exists before any ac¬ 
commodation is offered. The 
company argues that job ap¬ 
plicants “are not permitted to 
remain silent and to assume 
that the employer recognizes 
the religious motivations be¬ 
hind their fashion decisions.” 

In 2013, the company 
settled two other EEOC dis¬ 
crimination suits filed in Cali¬ 
fornia. In one case, a judge de¬ 
termined the company fired a 
Muslim worker from a Califor¬ 
nia store, while another judge 
said it refused to hire another 
woman in the state because of 
her refusal to remove the hi¬ 
jab during work. 

The court will hear argu¬ 
ments in the case next year.

This prequel to The Con¬ 
juring proves you can't 
keep a good doll down. It 
tells the story of Anna- 
belle, that movie's creepy, 
possessed doll, before she 
was safely locked away.

Richard: Mark, Annabelle is 
like a haunted-house attrac¬ 
tion at Halloween. There’s 
nothing truly soul-scorching- 
ly scaiy inside, but it will give 
you a few good jolts. 

It’s part psychological 
drama, part paranormal ac¬ 
tivity and is filled with good 
weird atmosphere, but where 
The Conjuring had the bene¬ 


fit of two strong leads in Vera 
Farmiga and Patrick Wilson, 
Annabelle’s stars, Wallis and 
Horton, aren’t veiy compel¬ 
ling. 

She put me in the mind of 
Sharon Tate, which is appro¬ 
priate for the time and stoiy, 
and Horton reminded me of 
... nothing much at all. More 
interesting leads might have 
made me care more about the 
stoiy. 

Were you scared? 

Mark: Yes I was, Richard, 
more from the expert film- 
making than what the actors 
brought to the picture. 

The director uses a lot of 
unusual camera angles and 
unexpected cuts to raise 
the suspense. And unlike so 


many horror movies that 
take place in dark, decrepit 
mansions, this one is bathed 
in light and uses a lot of Cali¬ 
fornia pastels. 

The stoiy is familiar, but 
the look of the movie kept 
me off-balance. 

But it owes a big debt to 
Rosemaiy’s Baby, which you 
hinted at in referencing Tate, 
who was married to Roman 
Polanski. Horton looks a lot 
like John Cassavetes, the plot 
involves children and satanic 
cults, and the couple lives in 
a penthouse. Do I make a de¬ 
cent case? 

RC: It definitely has echoes 
of Rosemary’s Baby and I’d 
add in a taste of Repulsion in 
there as well. 


The actors may be milque- 
toasty, but the movie’s low- 
key eerie atmosphere isn’t. 
Director John R. Leonetti 
amps up the tension but 
without the use of computer¬ 
generated special effects. 
Instead he relies on silence 
and eveiyday sounds to make 
your skin crawl. 

The self-operating sew¬ 
ing machine from Hell and 
Satan’s popcorn are effective¬ 
ly used in a movie that may 
be the quietest horror film 
ever made. 

MB: Yes, the movie is veiy 
good at making inanimate 
objects spooky. 

I also never thought of 
Cherish by The Association 
as being a scary song, but it’s 


just another example of how 
Leonetti twists conventions 
in this otherwise convention¬ 
al movie. 

The part of the film that 
least impressed me was Anna¬ 
belle herself. Not to malign 
the doll, but she’s no Bride of 
Chucky. 

RC: She’s no Barbie either! 
She’s simply the prop that 
will allow producers to string 
together a series of prequels 
and sequels based on devil 
doll lore. 

Possessed or not, I’m 
guessing she works cheaper 
than the human actors. 

MB: Wait! Barbie as devil doll! 
Talk about rebranding! Let’s 
get the pitch ready...

As Dracula Untold, Hollywood’s 
latest mining of author Bram 
Stoker’s oft-plundered novel 
Dracula, prepares to sink its 
teeth into the box office, Metro 
staked out five classic incarna¬ 
tions of the undead Count, 
the likes of which stand as the 
benchmark in which all other 
Dracula’s must be measured. 

Max Shreck, Nosferatu ( 1922 ) 

Creeping out of the high-con- 
trast shadows captured by Ger¬ 
man auteur F.W. Mumau’s ex¬ 
pressionist lens, Shreclc’s Count 
Orloclc (an unauthorized incar¬ 
nation of Dracula), with his 
bald head, tufts of white hair 
framing his pointed ears and 
rat fangs, is still as frightening 
and shocking a physical pres¬ 
ence today as he was almost a 
century ago. Mumau’s master¬ 
piece was ordered destroyed 
after Stoker’s widow sued but 
several prints were stashed and 
unearthed decades later. 


Luke Evans stars in Dracula Untold, which opens next Friday, contributed 
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Bela Lugosi, Dracula (1931) 

Hungarian actor Bela Lugosi 
was the screen’s first official 
Dracula, in Tod Browning’s 
adaptation of the Dracula 
stage play by Hamilton Deane. 
Lugosi’s round face, hammy, 
phonetic-English line deliveries 
and woeful lack of fangs have 
ensured that his Count hasn’t 
aged particularly well. 

Christopher Lee, Horror 
of Dracula ( 1958 ) 

U.K.’s Hammer Studios re¬ 
birthed Stoker’s bloodsucking 
nobleman via actor Christopher 
Lee in this classic, full-colour 
and full-blooded horror classic. 
Lee’s Count is a tall, handsome 
and athletic presence, erotic 
and, in choice hissing, fang¬ 
bearing moments, terrifying. 

Jack Palance, Dracula (1973) 

Dark Shadows’ mastermind 
Dan Curtis kept on his vampire 
thread with this TV movie star¬ 
ring veteran tough-guy actor 
Palance as an ultra-masculine 
monster, haunted by his lost 
love while marauding around 
London looking for blood. 

Klaus Kinski, Nosferatu 
The Vampyre (1979) 

German arthouse au¬ 
teur Wemer Herzog opted 
to remake Mumau’s iconic 
original film starring his on¬ 
screen muse, madman ac¬ 
tor Klaus Kinski (Aguirre, 
The Wrath of God) and 
the resulting picture and cen¬ 
tral performance is breath¬ 
taking. 


When you get to work with Vera talented co-stars 


Vera Farmiga joins an incred¬ 
ible cast with a veiy deep bench 
in The Judge, playing the high 
school sweetheart of Robert 
Downey Jr.’s Hank, a hotshot 
lawyer and prodigal son who 
returns home to defend his 
father (Robert Duvall) in court. 

The cast in this is kind of 
ridiculous. 

I know, I know. It’s first class. 
It’s what you ache for as an 
actor, to be surrounded by 
greatness. Because it lifts your 


game. And you leam, and you 
want to watch them, you re¬ 
spect them so much. They may 
seem daunting, but if there’s 
any skittishness or nerves you 
get over it veiy quickly because 
of their sensibilities as human 
beings. They’re very approach¬ 
able. They’re very open, they’re 
humble. I spent more time 
with Downey than I did with 
Duvall, and yeah he’s this 
uber-roclc star, but he’s got a 
real sense ofvulnerability and 
openness — and even insecur¬ 


ity at times. You know that 
mega-persona? You don’t feel 
that when you meet them. And 
I think what makes them great 
actors is they’re stoiytellers. It’s 
not about them, it’s about tell¬ 
ing the best possible stoiy. 

Not that Downey is tough to 
be around, but you two have 
some great chemistry. 

It’s not something that just hap¬ 
pens — it can be, but I think it 
is a skill that you hone, which 
comes from listening to each 


other, provoking each other. 

How does one provoke Robert 
Downey Jr.? 

Surprises — he likes surprises. 
Improvisation actually scares 
me. I prefer scripted improvisa¬ 
tion. When the camera is off, 

I don’t mind tooling around 
and then taking what works in 
that improvised rehearsal and 
then scripting it. But he’s so 
loose, so carefree, so inventive 
that it’s really challenging in 
a scene.

Lady Parts. Andrea 
Martin discusses battle 
with bulimia, flying on 
a trapeze in new book 


Here’s a tip for the next time 
you bump into Andrea Martin: 
Don’t forget to spit out your 
gum. 

It turns out she suffers 
from misophonia — the dis¬ 
like of small, irritating com¬ 
mon noises, such as magazine 
pages turning or water drip¬ 
ping. Or gum chewing. But 
she’s way too polite to be nasty 
about it. 

The Tony- and Emmy-win- 
ning comedian reveals that 
and plenty more in her book 
Andrea Martin’s Lady Parts, 
a series of essays that discuss 
her childhood, her career and 
a slightly mad devotion to her 
hairdresser. 

Among the other revela¬ 
tions: She battled bulimia. 
She’s scared of heights. She 
had a 28-year-old lover when 
she was 57. She keeps tubes of 
makeup forever. And there’s 
one truly shocking confession: 
She’s not Canadian. Martin 
was bom in Portland, Maine, 
and fell in love with Canada 
during a visit in 1970. 

In her book, Martin, 67, 
talks about being on SCTV 
alongside the likes of Eugene 
Levy, John Candy and Cather¬ 
ine O’Hara, and what it was like 


to be in Pippin on Broadway. 

You come dean about not 
being Canadian in this book? 

I do! I actually feel like I have 
the personality of a Canadian, 
which is self-effacing and 
apologetic. I guess maybe 
that’s why I fit in there. I 
never meant to lie. People 
with television sets propelled 
me into the lie. I kept it going. 

It’s less a memoir than a 
collection of stories, right? 

They said explicitly, ‘We don’t 
want a memoir.’ That was 
a relief because I couldn’t 
remember even my middle 
name so I can’t possibly write 
a memoir. But I can write 
about squirrels in my attic 
because that happened five 
minutes ago. 

Was there anything that was 
hard to write? 

Yes, the piece on bulimia. 

I started writing it and it 
poured out of me. I wouldn’t 
be able to talk about myself 
without addressing that be¬ 
cause it was such a big part of 
my life. Really, it was for my 
sons. I thought, ‘How could I 
possibly be hypocritical in my 
desire for them to be authen¬ 
tic when I can’t be?’ 

In Pippin, you attacked a 
trapeze like a trained acro¬ 
bat. Did you astonish your¬ 
self by what you could do? 

I think it’s great to surprise 



yourself all the time, but 
that’s not what fuelled me. 
Really what fuelled me was 
the pure joy of being in a 
circus ensemble, something 
I’d dreamed of all my life. I’ve 
always been fascinated by the 
darker side of the circus — 
the sideshows, the world that 
Federico Fellini creates. I stud¬ 
ied mime in Paris, for God’s 


sake! I was just so joyful that I 
got to live out a fantasy. 

One chapter you seem to 
have had the hardest time 
writing was about SCTV. 
Why? 

My biggest barrier was my 
sense of responsibility to 
my cast mates. I wanted to 
represent them in a truthful 


way. And part of me wanted 
to keep it private. It was such 
a unique time. We were on 
our own, underground, creat¬ 
ing 17 hours a day in these 
studios in Edmonton. We 
relied on one another and it 
almost felt like an intrusion 
to now welcome other groups 
of people in. I wanted to keep

sachusetts in Lowell. 

Kerman also commented 
on a book deal signed by her 
former lover and friend Cleaiy 
Wolters, whose involvement in 
drug trafficking led to her im¬ 
prisonment. 

“I expect that my ex-lover’s 
book will be a fascinating read,” 
Kerman said. “She’s had a veiy 
different life, and her stoiy is 
veiy different from mine. For 
one thing, she was much more 
involved in narcotics traffick¬ 
ing, and, for the other thing, 
she served a lot more time in 
prison than I did.” 

Although Kerman has done 
veiy well for herself, thanks to 
her memoir and its TV adapta¬ 
tion, she said she would change 
her stoiy in a heartbeat if she 
could go back to when it all 
began, in 1993, when she was 
22 years old. 

“I absolutely regret my 
crime,” said Kerman, an advo¬ 
cate for reforms of the criminal 
justice system. “I think that 
while I’m so grateful to have 
found readers and I’m thrilled 
with the Netflix show, the truth 
of the matter is that prison is a 
deeply traumatic experience.” 

Kerman spent 13 months 
in a federal minimiim-security 
prison in Connecticut, just over 
a decade ago, for her role in a 
money-laundering and drug¬ 
trafficking ring. 

“The truth is that I caused 
my family and the people that 
love me most a great deal of 
pain and worry,” she said. “And 
the other fundamental truth is 
my actions caused other harm, 
in terms of other people’s sub¬ 
stance abuse and addiction.”

The online streaming ser¬ 
vice explained the wisdom 
of its agreement by reveal¬ 
ing that Sandler’s films are 
among the most viewed by 
the digital network’s sub¬ 
scribers, both in the U.S. and 
abroad. 


With Sandler currently 
committed to the July 2015 
alien invasion comedy Pixels, 
there are no details on the 
type of films he and his 
Happy Madison production 
company will serve up, al¬ 
though the 48-year-old actor 
has proven his ability to carry 
silly and serious projects 
alike.

If you listened to Buck 65’s 
newest record without know¬ 
ing he was trumpeting it as his 
“divorce album,” it wouldn’t 
take long to figure it out.

“And when I was 
confronted with that reality 
for the first time, admittedly, 
it was terrifying. 

“(But) I’ve experienced the 
same thing as well, where you 
hear a record, it sounds like 
there’s a lot going on, you 
want to hear what the musi¬ 
cian has to say about it, and 


then they refuse to say any¬ 
thing or they get defensive, 
like: ‘How would you like it if 
I asked you that question?’ 

“Well, you’re putting your¬ 
self out there. Not me. I mean, 
it’s ridiculous. So I feel that, 
in being a professional and 
having offered this thing up, 
I gotta be accountable for it 
and talk about it and support 
it.” 

As he prepared for inter¬ 
views he figured would be 
emotionally tiying, Terfiy 


revisited the album and the 
feelings that inspired it — a 
strange experience, given 
that he is miles away from 
that headspace now. 

In writing, the Halifax- 
born Terfry wanted to re¬ 
flect his surroundings as he 
worked, spending most of 
his waking hours in his dark, 
empty house (literally empty, 
he points out, since his wife 
had taken her stuff with her 
when she left). 

So aside from occasional 
excursions — for instance, 
super-silly dance-pop tune 
Super Pretty Naughty, crafted 
in concert with Swedish pro¬ 
ducer Marten Tromm, and the 
softly sung piano-pop tune 
Superhero in My Heart — the 
songs are busy, electronic and 
reflect his desire for an album 
that sounded “cold.” 

“As I have the tour looming 
ahead of me, I’m questioning, 
will I be able to perform these 
songs at all? Is a bar on a Fri¬ 
day night the right setting for 
a song like Baby Blanket? Is 
that what people want at mid¬ 
night on a Friday?” he mused, 
referencing perhaps the al¬ 
bum’s most affecting track, 
seemingly written about the 
faded possibility of expanding 
the family. 

“People have been grant¬ 
ing me permission to do it,” 
he added later. “I think they 
can appreciate that it takes 
some braveiy on my part to 
do it. I made this thing and I 
have to go out and ... run this 
thing out there on the road. 

“So this will be what this 
year is in an exercise: How 
much guts do I have?”

As he describes the initial 
breakup — on the album, on 
his website, in person — he 
came home from work to 
find his wife’s wedding ring 
along with a note reminding 
him to feed the cat.

that.’” 

If she was hurt, he 
insisted, “the only thing she 
said was, ‘I’m glad you sent 
that to me and I’m glad I 
heard it, but I don’t think I’ll 
be able to listen to that one 
again.’ 

“But it was important to 
me for her to hear it first,” 
he explained. “And I hesitate 
to say (it was) to get her 
approval, but in a way, deep 
down, maybe that’s what I 
was looking for. If she said, 
‘I’m not OK with this,’ I’m 
not sure I would have been 
able to go on ahead and share 
it with eveiyone.”

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Picture your perfect moulding pattern 


DIY. Walls make a great 
canvas for designs 
made from moulding 


Visualizing the perfect home 
renovation and actually do¬ 
ing it are two completely 
different things. More often 
than not, it’s not as easy as 
the pros make it look. For 
instance, timing and costs 
can often be higher than ex¬ 
pected. 

Before losing hope, here 
is a small budget-friendly 
project with a big payoff: 
DIY moulding wall art. In¬ 
stead of just using mould¬ 
ing to trim ceilings and door 
frames, this project shows 
how to use moulding to cre¬ 
ate wall designs that will 
command attention. 

Location, 
location, location 

The first step to moulding 
wall art is selecting a room 
and a design type that will 


suit its style. The living 
room or bedroom is a great 
place to start this type of 
project. 

Mount moulding on to 
the wall to outline a bed 
instead of a headboard, or 
build a large frame to show¬ 
case other items like a paint¬ 
ing or an accomplishment. 

Cut the moulding ac¬ 
cordingly to create diamond 
shapes and sporadically 
place them along the wall to 
decorate a bare area. Mould¬ 
ing wall art can be adapted 
to look great in any room. 

Mix it up 

Local hardware stores will 
carry a variety of mouldings. 
Select a style that has a lot 
of detailing for a more com¬ 
plex look or something sim¬ 
pler that you can put your 
own twist on. 

There are no limits to 
styling and designing. Lay¬ 
er the planks to raise the 
moulding, use square pan¬ 
els to produce a checkered 
look, or cut different shapes 
to create a pattern. Let your 
creativity run wild! 


Tips & tricks 

Once a room and a design type 
have been selected, sketch out 
a plan on paper to help visual¬ 
ize the final product and deter¬ 
mine measurements. 

Consider using medium- 
density fibreboard as it tends 
to be less expensive and can be 
cut and shaped easily. When 
mounting the moulding, use 
a nail gun or hanging strips to 
avoid damaging the wall. 

Be sure to paint the wood 
before mounting it to the wall. 
This will help prevent getting 
fresh paint on the walls, espe¬ 
cially if it’s a different colour. 

When the project is com¬ 
plete, use sand paper, wood 
filler, and paint to correct and 
smooth areas.

CFL. Riders’ Doege to 
make his first pro start 
against Stampeders 


The Friday night lights will 
shine again on Seth Doege. 

The San Angelo, Texas, 
product, who was a high 
school and college quarter¬ 
back sensation in the Lone 
Star State, will start his first 
CFL game with the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Roughriders (9-4) on Fri¬ 
day at Mosaic Stadium against 
the league’s top team, the Cal- 
gaiy Stampeders (11-2). 

The 25-year-old rookie said 
his upbringing has prepared 
him well for his first pro start. 

“The Rider Nation fan base 
reminds me a lot of big-time 
football in Texas, just because 
people are crazy about it here 
and they love it and have a lot 
of passion for it,” Doege said. 
“In Texas, all of the movies 
you’ve seen, it’s pretty simi¬ 
lar. If you’re winning, anyway, 
that’s what it’s like.” 

Doege grew up in a com¬ 
munity in rural Texas where 
high school football on Friday 
nights mattered. His father 
was a high-school coach, and 
that meant the game was 
introduced to him at an early 
age. 

Doege was the starter of 
his west Texas high school 
team in his freshman and 
sophomore years. Knee in¬ 
juries derailed his junior and 
senior seasons, but Doege still 
drew interest from nearby 
Texas Tech University. 

Doege blossomed into 
a star his junior year with 
the Red Raiders, as he set 


an NCAA Division I record 
for completion percentage 
in a game (90.0 per cent, on 
40 of 44 pass attempts). His 
4,004 passing yards that year 
ranked eighth in the nation. 

His senior season was even 
better. He was named the 
MVP of the Meinelce Car Care 
Bowl and finished in the top 
three in the countiy in pass¬ 
ing yards (4,205 yards) and 
touchdown passes (39). 

Doege said he accepts the
